/ govemnent ■ aiild be makins a gnat contribution 
toward the easing of world temion lf.lt accepts at 
f^ce value the suggestion of Red Otlna's foreign 
minister that It take the InitUUve In proposing top- 
level talks between the two countries. 

Marshal Chen Y1 made It abundanUy cl ear tha t 
China would be willing to accept such a proposal 
though It would have to come fhxn the United States. 
He has thus piaped the onus for any such approach 
cum^tely on the American government. 

Though certain It Is that any roovfc toward 
foUowing the marshal s suggestion would be oppoaed 
on principle In some quarters In Washington on the 
hf.i« that It would demonstrate a weakness of 
American.policy, the proposition deserves serious 
Study* 

China is DO longer the backward and primitive 
country of yesteryear to be regarded simply as a 
thorn In the side of progress. China today has a 
place In the world and within months may emerge as 
the Ofth nuclear power, able to force Its arlll upon 
lu neighbors lor either good or evil purpose. 

The United States Is In a peculiar position 
regarding China in that It has steadfastly refused 
to acknowledge the very eidstence of either the 
•Peking Communist regime or the 600 mllHon people 

the latter has ruled for the past 12 years._ 

Neither cguntry haj diplomatic rtpreaentaiion 
with the other and all business transactions briwwn 
the two—even to the sorry affair of repatriating 
American prisoners-of-war after the Korean campaign 
—have to be conducted through a third party. 

This total lack of communication between two 
groat powers could weU be a major rea^ for the
